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A criticiil edition of tho Miyluuluta by Gilduinoistcr, wliioli 
Nvas based on a eolUition of Wilson’s text with tbvco ilSS. (two 
in Paris niul one* in Copcnhngcn) (incl fnniisliccl with a Fiatin 
glossary, appeared at Bonn in 18-lJ. ^rtilliiiiitlut’s coininentnry 
seems to liave been printed first at IFenures in 1849.' Among- tlio 
iiuincroiis later editions of it, that of tlio learned Tsvaraclifiudra 
Vidyiisiigavn - (Oideultii, 18G0) marks a cousidevablo. udvnuee 
on aecoiuit of its appendix, wineli contains various readings 
of other commentators and im])ortant critical notes. A«nong 
subsequent editions of the text witlj Mulliniitha’s eomnientm-y 
the most useful one is that of G. 11. Nnndargikar (Bombay, 
189{), to whieli copious critical and explanatory notes sire 
added. Aloiig witii it 1 liave consnlted the fifth edition of 
Parab (Hombay, U)02) and on edition in TcUigii clmractor.s 
(Madras, 1008). 

Gildemeister, whoso critical mmmen was unsurpassed, showed 
that a number of verses in the ti-aditionul (ext of t-ho 
Mfujhadi'ila arc spurious. Already >fnllim1tlia luul pronounced 
several of them ‘interpolated’ [prahfihipld), allhough he 
included tlicin in his commentary, and otlicr verses were 
rejected ns .spurious by i^varaclumdra Vidyasjigara. Sten/dev 
followed tliosQ critics in omitting most of those vcrsc.s from 
tlie text and relegating them to an appendix. His wcdMcnown 
edition (Breslau, 1874) was accom|>anicd by critical notes and 
(I Gorman vocabulary. 

Further assistance to textual criticism is rendered by tlie 
' literature of tlio Jtiinas, who udaptoil the Meghadiita to tlieir 
own purposes. Tim second part of the KAvynmuld fpp. 86- 
10‘1) contains the Nhniiddn of Viki-ama, sou of SdVigaiju, 
a devotional poem in lionour of tlio Arhnt Ncminathn. Tlio 
fourth line of every stanza of this production is identical with 
the la.st line of one of the stanzas of tho Meyhaduta in their

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f)riginal scquoiico. The time of tlio nutliov of the Neniiduta is 
unknown ; * but u vefeYcnce to the table on pages xv-xix bolow 
and to tlio appendix will sliow tliat bo iisetl a recension of the 
MciihaiUdn which included fourteen of the apiirioim verses. 
An evidently much oarlier work of a aiiuilur typo is the 
P(/isfu/jli//ut/(ii/ii, a poetical biography of the Arhat Parsvairntha 
by Jiniisenaeliaryu,' which einbodioft the whole text of the 
MOijIiadiita. To Professor K. B. Pathnk wc are indebted for 
an edition of Kiilidilsa’s poom according to this recen.sion 
fl'^oona, 1891) Each stanza in the Pfust-dh/if/udat/a borrows 
Olio or two lines from tho Mef/liodfifu, the remaining lines being 
<u>nipoRcd by Jinasbim himself. In this wav the entire poem 
of Kalidiisa is subjected to the pvoee.'w of what is known ns 
SaoKi.y/dpuram. By tho well-known rules of this process 
■liiiusena was bound to accept Kalidiisa’a na Ko found 

I horn, witliout in tho slightest way altering them ; otlierwisc 
his reputation as a consnminate master of versification would 
liavo suffered oonsidernbly, and ho would have exposed himself 
to ridicule in tho eyes of his Brahmin conlciuporarioa. The 
Mdff/uidiUd easily lent itself to Jinasona’s purpose, n.s the story 
of tho exiled Yakshu presents a striking resemblance to certain 
incidents in tho life of Pai^vauatha, which forma tho theme 
of tho Jaina poem. Kalidiisa ia tlm.s made to sing in liis 
own words tlic glory of tho naked Tirthahkam ” (Introduction, 
p. 14). Thus Professor Pathak’s edition “represents the text 
of the poem ns it was known to Jinasona in tho latter }>ftrt 
{)f the eighth century or before 6nka 705, tho date of his first 
work, the Jaina- HavivaiiUri, when ho must have Icanit tho 
poem from the lip.s of liis teacher Virasena” (ibkl., p. 16). 
Jinnsona’s (late is only about a century and a half subsequent 
to the two earliest nientiona of tho poet Knlidiisn in tho

Wliilo tliu Jaiiias showed tlieir appreciation of Kiilidfisa’s 
woric by incorporating it. in their sectarian litoralurc, it was 
studied by botli Soutliern and K(»rtlievn Dnddiii.stn a.H well. 
A Singlioic.so paraphrase of it was discovered at Kandy by 
W. Gunutilnkn, and was published, along witli the Sanskrit 
text, by tlio Hun. '1'. B. Banabokke (Colombo, IH03).^ Tlie 
Taiijur contains a 'ribetan translation of the Mi'ijlndliito, wliicli 
lias been edited and li.ansinted into Gennan by Dr. Beckh 
(Berlin, 1907). The Singhalese vor.sion inelndcs seven and 
the Tatijnr .six of the spuriou.s verses. 

The most recent contribution to the study of (lie Mi’i/hiuldtii 
is Pandit H. V, Krishiunnaoliariar’.s edition of llie Viilijullntd, 
ti very full and learned coininentarv (Sriraiigain, 11)09). “ The 

commentator, named Pilrna'Sninsvati, seems to have, lived 
some throe centuries ugo somewhere in tlie State of Cochin" 
(Prefuce, p. ii). 

As might bo expected, the Majlmdulu served as a pattern 
to many later ver.silierj*. II. IT. Mahaiiija Uaiuavarnm (JllAS., 
1884, pp. '101 -j 52) described ai.x imitations of it, and Anfrecht 
(ZD.MQ., vol. 04, p. UlU) nnmed ton others. As staled by 
Anfrecht, tlio oldest of the.se imitations is the I’aioiiuih'da of 
Dlioylka, which has been published recently by Mr. Monmohan 
Chnkravarti in the Joui-ml <\f the Asiatic Sodefi/ of lirnijai, 
now series, vol. 1, pp. 41-71. Part 13 of the Kdvnamdht 
contains anotlior Pavanaifiitd, by Yiidiclmndra (pp. 9-24), and 
a quite modern Mduddula (pp. 84-130). Tho author of the

('inbnices n long series of “ i^andcbas ”, the earliest of whioli was 
coinposcd in the second half of the fourteenth cciiturv.* 

Ihc oldest known coimnciitator of the Meijhatlfdu is Vallablia- 
doN-n, w'lio bore the surnmue Pnrainijrthnchihiia and was (lie son 
<»f Hajanaku Anandadbva.^ According lo Anfreeht’s Cnlalogus 
i.filtiloijoi nm (vol. 1, p. Son), he wrote commciitHidrs also on 
two othfi' poems of Xalidasa, viz. the linyliuvinma and the 
Kiiiii(triisamhlnii-ii^ on MiTgha’s kihtptVniadhn, on Mnyura's 
Suri/(is(i(ii/,f/, and on Ihitnaknva’s VukidhiiiHniehaiiliCi. The 
liist inontionod cominentarv has appeared in the KartpnnaUi 
(part 1, pp. 101-14). The editors, J^andit Durgaprusad and 
I’arab, state in a footnote (p. 101 f.) that Yallablindcva must 
belong (0 the first half of the tenth century, because his 
gViindsou Kayyata,^ son of Chandrieditya, wrote a coinnicnliiry 
on Anaiiduvardlmnu’s Di-ainlnka^ in Kali 4078 expired ami 
in Loka. f40]o2 during the reign of llhiinagiipla.® The Kali 
and Lankika years eorrospond lo a.d. 977-8, and Bhimagttpta, 
grandson of cjueen Diddil, the Catharine II of Kasmir, lailcd 
nominally from a.d. 970 to 980-1 ’ Vallubhadeva’s father 
Anandadova seems to have lield a lu’gh nnlilary appointment in 
KuSinir ; for ho i.s styled “ a sun on the firinomont of the battle- 
field ” and “the beat of ministera”. 8 From Vallabhadcvu's 
commentary on Maglia, of winch I possess a yiirndii liKS., 
written in a.d. 1046 or 1047,’^ wc learn that ho wrote also

and others. It may be moutioned hove that there remain 
two verses wldcli are anspected hy a eompefent jtulge, 
Tsvavachaudva Vidyusilgava ; 02 s»nd 70, and that the »e.eon<l 
of them is actually omitted in the VidiiullatA. Jiimseiui, 
though anterior in time to Vallabhadeva, l»us incorporated in 
Ids pouiii nine of the spurious venscs of the Mv/ihadiita, five 
of which are stamped as interpolations ovcu by so late a writer 
as Mnllinatha.' This fact makes me hesitate to allacli mncli 
value to the numerous variou.s readings of Jinasdna’s text, 
some of which, on {esthetic grounds as well, aiipcar to mo 
due to innovations jn.st as mucli as tho spurious verses. 'I'ho 
secluded ])nsilioii of that liomc of Sarasvnti, tho Kasrnir valley, 
would acooiiiit for tho fact tfiat Kalidiisa’s work was tlmre 
Innided down in a purer condition to the lime of Vallablindcva, 
who may havo liad no cogniznnee of tho conniptions wldeh 
liad already crept into tho text on tlio other side of the 
.snowy range in tho time of Jinasena. At any i-atc, a.s tlie 
present odilion embraces the coninientniT of VallablmclGva,

A, ]}, and C.^ Among the latter, A and C proved ino.st 
col lect and reliable, while M sliares many corrnption.s with P. 
Whenever T con.stdered it nocessniv to wirrect the oonmicntnvy 
against all MSS. I have given their readings in a footnote.

Owing- to its liigii poetical merit and its compariilivoly simple 
style tile Me(jli(i(hila is much used as a Univcr.sitv textbook. 
I tlieicforo considered it advisable to draw iij) a complete 
vocnbnlary, in which T have fried my be.Ht. (^) ascertain llie 
precise meaning- of ovory wovtl at every place. Only iu rare 
cases has it been deemed nocos.siiry to diflbr from Vallablmdeva, 
who.se CKplaiintion is tluin added iu brackcls. In the selection 
of the JCnglish ecpiivalonts of Sanskrit \voi*da, iny chief guidc.s 
wore Jroiiior-AVilliums’ excellent Dictionary, in wljich tlie 
wliolu life-work of Bdhllingk is incorpovalod in a convenient 
form, and tlie smaller but vnlunblc work of Apto ; three prose 
translations of the Mcfilmdufit, by Colonel Jacob (Poona, 1870), 
Ih-ofessoj- Pathak, and Air. jNnndargikar, ospecially f)io Jirst of 
them, proved very helpful for tlu: same purposo. 

In conclusion, it is a pleasant duty to llumk tlio Govcrnmenl 
of Bombay for having allowed mo tlic use of the threo Poona 
.^[8S., and Dr. 1*'. W. Thomas, who was good enougli to obtain 
them foi- me from India.
